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INTRODUCTION. 



Wilhelmine von Hillern was born in Munich, March n, 
1836, and was the only daughter of Frau Birch-Pfeiffer, a gifted 
woman, who figured later as the leading actress and play-writer 
in Berlin. One of the early and intimate friends of the daughter 
was Felix Dahn, later famous as poet and novelist, in whose 
«'Reminiscences" are found the following interesting glimpses 
of her at the age of seventeen. 

«'The young thing couldn't be called pretty, but she had in 
her pale face a pair of splendid, great, black, soulful eyes which, 
when she was angry (and she was often angry and almost always 
without any reason for it), flashed in the most threatening 
way, but when she was in a tender mood, could look wondrously 
and captivatingly gentle. She was equally gifted in everything 
poetical, beautiful and fantastic; loved the lyric, the epic and 
especially the drama, and followed them all up with that violent, 
tempestuous passion which characterized her whole being. No 
wonder that the seventeen year old fire-flashing daughter of the 
authoress and the eighteen year old poet were strongly attracted 
to each other. We both recited well and were passionately 
fond of it . . . We used to read to one another very many 
Sunday afternoons uninterruptedly from three o'clock on — yes, 
many times until eleven o'clock at night . . . 

* * The violent, passionate, not altogether peaceable Minna has 
become the widely-known Frau Wilhelmine von Hillern, whose 
plays and novels such as Geier Wally \ translated into many

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languages, go storming through Europe and America in a host 
of journals and no end of editions. I do not misuse the word 
when I call this wild, unbridled creature in many of her pro- 
ductions a veritable genius . . . 

* * What contests we two * fool-children ' fought to the end ! . . . 
« That's a horrible sickly piece of nonsense ! ' I probably was 
sufficiently wrought up to say sometimes in those days — but 
that wasn't a circumstance to the power of expression on the 
part of the drastic young maiden ! For you were very plain in 
your language, my old Minna, or rather you could be (and I 
must admit you could be very winning — to distraction)." 

In 1857 she married Hof- und Kriegsgerichtsdirektor von 
Hillern in Freiburg, and in a few years entered the field of 
letters which she actively cultivated after her husband's death in 
1882, since when she has lived in Oberammergau. The most 
successful of her novels is Geier Wally, the sixth edition of 
which appeared in 1891. 

Hoher als die Kirche is an attractive and well rounded little 
story which enlists the interest and sympathy of readers from 
the start. The text can readily be used to immediately follow a 
regular reader. As the five pages that precede the story will be 
more difficult reading for pupils than the story itself, it might 
be well to read the story first. 

Cordial thanks are due to Professor J. T. Hatfield of North-» 
western University, who kindly suggested the information con* 
tained in Dahn's «»Reminiscences," and furnished the material 
from which the above items were taken, as also to Professor
